A Rival of Edison. 


A recent call at the residence of our 


townsman,' James G. Richardson, says the 
Lake City Sentinel, revealed several origi- 
nal and novel labor-saving devices, of 
which we make mention. Mr. Richardson 
has for years fed his horses in the morning 
by simply pulling a wire that leads from 
the house to'the barn. For some time he 
used tilting buckets. 
These answered 


very well, but did not prove entirely satis- 
factory, as the oats had to be measured 
and placed in the buckets. 


After studying the matter, he invented, 


and has had in operation fol- a year or 
morcj an automatic feeding device that 
does the work perfectly. By this arrange-' 
ment, Mr. Richardson is enabled to feed- 
'nis three horses before rising, as the oats 
are taken directly from the bin, measured, 
and thrown to the horses, by simply pull-i 
ing a cord that hijngs at the heud of the' 
bed, the cord being connected to the wire , 
leading to the barn. The cord also passes] 
into the kitchen, so the horses can be fed 
from the house at any time. At the biirn, 
they arc fed from the lower floor without, 
going up , stairs whore the oat bins arc. f 
Upon one side of the stable hang four! 
small rings. A pull of one of these- rings! 
feeds all (the horses, the other three act in-i 
dependency, and any horse cjin feed by j 
pulling the desired ring, so if niny horse is ! 
away, only outs fur those remaining need j 
be given. By a simple measuring device,; 
which is attached to and is a part of the! 
feeder, one horse can he fed one quantity ; 
of grain, and another, another quantity; 
also, a horse can be fed two quarts in the 
morning, four at noon and six at night, or 
any quantity desired at any time. Wheth- 
er the cord, is pulled and instantl3r released 
or held an indefinite time, the result is the 
same, only the predetermined quantity of 
oats will pass to the manger. 


The receptacles of the feeder are num- 


bered, and to the bin is attached a movable 
dial, with corresponding numbers, so a 
glance will determine whether any or all 
the horses have been fed. The bins can be 
of any size desired; but those at Mr. Kieh- 
ardson's barn holjl a quantity sufficient to 
feed the three horses for six months,'so in 
that time, the labor to be done is to pull 
the cords in the house or the ring?, 
in the barn. 
Mr. Richardson has pat- 


ented the invention, and, with such a 
complete emancipation of labor, by so sim- 
ple and inexpensive a device, it seems as 
though every gentleman would wish to 
adopt the plan, for its convenience at the 
barn alone, even though they had uo use 
for it from the house. It is not only la- 
bor saving and inexpensive, but the oats 
are entirely protected from the rats, and 
it is so simple it can not geb out of order. 


Mention might be made of the curiously 


arranged doors for the saving of room in 
the barn. One is made to telescope, so as 
to occupy but little space. Another large 
door is made to slide and swing at the 
same time, when being opened or closed, 
and when open, occupies a space only the 
thickness of the door. 
Another heavy 


sliding door, two inches thick and nearly 
five feet wide, when open, stands nearly 
at right angles to the position when closed, 
and Instead of taking five feet of valuable 
space, use,s but eleven, inches. 


Another labor-saving device is a simple 


machine for lighting the kitchen fire. This 
is attached to the stove hearth by a thumb-, 
screw, and can be removed at pleasure. ! 
The ftre is lighted inside the stove, and the ! 
lighter, after having performed its duty, ! 
removes itself out of the way of the heat, i 
and is ready for use again. The lighter is 
worked by a single pull of the cord that is 
attached to the one at the head of the bed. 


-Nor is this all: a pull of the cord that; 


feeds Ihe horse, and lights the kitchen fire., • 
also releases the spring that puts the draft 
on a coal stove in the adjoining room. 
These devices can be operated simultane- 
ously or independently, as desired, and 
are great blessings this cold weather. 


Every pullet now laying, if properly 


cared for, will earn a dollar before the first 
of April. It pays to raise early chickens, 
or to buy them at 100 cents each, no mat- 
ter where they be, if they have (com- 
menced to lay before December 1. 


He who has no suitable quarters will do 


well to sell out, for fowls poorly kept aud 
housed will be a bill of expense, while the 
opposite brings a sure profit, 
; 


Fowls will not thrive and do well that 


are penned over hogs. We have seen it 
advocated to build the poultry house over 
the hogs. Tliis is a mistake; when done, 
sickness and death among the flock is al- 
ways greater. No one wants to associate 
with hogs, not even chickens. 


Old hens will pay no more'board bills 


for the next three months. If kept at all, 
it must be at their owner's expense. Un- 
less especially valuable for breeding, the ( 
sooner they are turned into cash the better. 


A nice way to prepare chicken is to 


cut the remnants of the cold boiled or 
roasted chicken in small pieces. Make a 
saUce of one pint of cream, two ounces of 
•butter, the yolk of one egg, beaten, and a 
tablespoonfnl of corn-starch or arrowroot, 
seasoning with salt and white pepper, a 
little sugar, one teaspoonful of anchovy 
sauce and one bay leaf. Put the pieces of 
chicken in this sauce in a stewpan and 
simmer for half an hour. Stew some rice 
quite soft in milk, seasoning with salt and 
pepper. Put the chicken in the center of 
a dish, place the rice around it as a border 
and serve.

Tho ProfeiBor'i Methods. 


To a reporter of the WHIG tlje Professor . 


yesterday gave an account of his anlmala 
and his training processes, to the following 
effect: 


The method pursued by Prof. Bristol fn" 


tbe training of horses for practical pur- 
poses, and also for show animals, differs 
from those of Rartjy, Rockwell, Faacher, 
Manner and othf-r teachers of what is now 
considered the o d school in many essential 
points. The whole of them did more oc 
less throwing ot the horses by means of 
straps, ropes and pulleys, which only 
tended to tie up and exhaust the animals 
for the time bekg. Frequently horaea so 
treated were permanently cowed and in- 
jured, and nev3r again possessed their 
original spirits. Prof. Bristol takes am 
animal standing squarely on his feet, using 
simply a bit and reins, and educates him. 
A horse handled according to this method, 
he claims, never loses any of his vitality 
from .his schoo ing. He gives the same 
general treatment to plungers,, kickers, 
baulkejrs, side-pullers, runaways, shiers 
and horses bad t> break, ride or shoe. 


The animals know when they do right 


and when they do wrong. 
When they do 


anything extra well they almost always 
come to their master for a pat of re6ogni- 
tion or a lump 
>f ' sugar. The coat tail 


pockets of Prof 
Bristol always contain 


lumps of white Jsugar, and when he fails 
to respond to appeals of members of his 
troupe for recogaition of special services 
rendered, an aniai^l not unfrequently at- 
tempts to get h i doae into his master's 
coat tail pockets in order to reward him- 
self. 
While Pruf. Bristol has this svatcm 


of rewards, he his n,o system of punish- 
ments for ne^l-ict of duty beyond the 
slight throwing Df the lash, which is seen 
at each public performance. His system 
is the very highest type of equine educa- 
tion, and void ol any ol the cruelties that 
marked th« old metho.U. 'f he Society for 
the Prevention of Crue ty tu Animals has 
commended his system nfter a careful e,x.-' 
animation of a nimbt*r uf performances. 


THE WONDCKFUL MULE HEKVKK. 


The llttl* mule Denvei", the most striking 


feature in Prof. Bristol's ''troupe," was 
bought nf a inyiden huly, who owns and 
runs a farm iienrUnuiger, Ind.j about 18 
months ago fur juIy^iO.

years old. 
At this time Prof. Bristol 


says he wnuM refuse 810,000 for him. -He 
was some time since oflered $5,000 in cash 
for him by an, expert horseman who had 
never seen the animal but 'Jdnew him by 
reputation. 
Ue adapts himself almost 


instantly to the expressed wishes of his 
teacher, and w II let the smallest child 
immnge him, or become unmanageable 
even by the strongest man, when so di- 
rected.
